Ruiu claims the 
virus is able to infect the BIOS of computers running Windows, Mac OS X, BSD and Linux as well as spread infection over USB 
flash drives.[4] Rob Graham of Errata Security produced a detailed analysis[5] of each element of the claims about BadBIOS's 
capabilities describing the software as "plausible", whereas Paul Ducklin on the Sophos Naked Security blog[6] suggested "It's 
possible, of course, that this is an elaborate hoax".[1]
